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FOREWORD 


Formed during the last fifty years this collection concentrates on two series in 
particular; the coins of the Suffolk Mints and the coins of Charles I of the Tower 
Mint. Roy Osborne lived and worked as the pharmacist at Clare, near Sudbury for 
twenty years and his interest in the coins of Suffolk was therefore a natural one. He 
acquired several great rarities struck at Sudbury, the output from which was very 
small by comparison to that of Ipswich which is represented by 72 coins. There is 
only one Anglo Saxon coin of Bury St. Edmunds remaining in the collection; Roy 
having generously made his Anglo Saxon and Norman coins of that mint available, 
in his lifetime, for private purchase by a specialist collector. All of the Suffolk coins 
are illustrated to provide a permanent, and hopefully useful, record of that part of 
the collection. 

I cannot say, or suggest, how Roy Osborne came to take an interest in the Tower 
coinage of Charles I. It is, however, for this interest, which was both passionate and 
consuming, that he will be most remembered in numismatic circles. 

Whereas his contemporaries, the late Herbert Schneider, who documented the 
gold coinage of the Tower, the late F. R. Cooper (the ‘““West Country Collector” of 
auction catalogues), who recorded the silver crowns by die and myself in writing on 
the shillings, concentrated on particular denominations, Roy Osborne coura- 
geously approached the series as a whole, excepting only the angels from his 
studies. He sought to relate the portraits on the unites to those on the shillings, 
those on the double crowns to the sixpences and, in addition to relate the silver 
crowns to the halfcrowns. The result was his paper ‘““The Tower Coins of Charles I” 
(BNJ Vol. 54, pps. 164-209). His study and treatment of the halfcrowns, a 
denomination neglected academically since the publication of Grant R. Francis’ 
paper (BNJ Vol. XIII, pps. 75—94), reveals a number of interesting and distinctive 
varieties which have previously passed un-noticed and is therefore worthy of 
particular mention. 

The Tower gold has been classified according to Schneider and the silver 
according to Seaby, with additional references to more specific works where 
appropriate. North and Seaby references are quoted throughout. Osborne refer- 
ences are also given, of course, but are confined, for the sake of simplicity and 
ready interpretation, to portrait and shield types. Some difficulty has, however, 
been encountered when endeavouring to apply his references to certain of the gold 
crowns: the portraits on the crowns of Group B feature single arched crowns (a 
point not mentioned by Schneider in his text but apparent from his plates) and the 
early issues of Group D show crowns with the upper arch jewelled and the lower 
plain, none of which is illustrated by Osborne. 

Provenances, where known, have been given for individual items and all 
associate tickets are included with the lots. Sadly Osborne wrote but a few tickets 
for his coins and the majority of those few appear to have been written before he 
finalised his system of enumeration. 


Works of reference are listed hereafter but, in addition, scrutiny of the sylloge 
“The John Brooker Collection of Charles I’’ (Spink 1984) may be found useful since 
this collection, by yet another contemporary of Osborne, was one of the finest and, 
in certain areas, arguably the most comprehensive ever assembled in private hands. 

A final statement has to be made: Roy Osborne, who was always and readily 
willing to make his collection available for study (an act of generosity which I, for 
one, enjoyed and benefitted from), stipulated in his will that the proceeds from this 
sale are to go to various charities. The British Numismatic Society (the principal 
beneficiary) is to receive £50,000 and the Royal Numismatic Society a sixth of any 
residue. It was Roy’s wish to encourage and support fellow and future numismatists 
in the pursuit of their studies, his own having been so enjoyable and fulfilling to him 
in the course of his lifetime.

The mortal remains of King Charles I were embalmed by Dr. Trappam, Fairfax’s 
Surgeon-General and were laid to rest on 9th February 1648 (o.s.) alongside the 
coffins of Henry VIII and Jane Seymour in a vault beneath St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor by four Gentlemen of the King’s Bedchamber. These Gentlemen, the Duke of 
Richmond, the Marquis of Hertford and the Earls of Southampton and Lindsey, 
found the Chapel so desecrated by Parliamentarian soldiery as to be unrecognisable. 
Consequently when, soon after the Restoration, an attempt was made by the survivors 
of that party (the two earls) to locate the vault it proved unsuccessful. 

In 1813, presumably because of curiosity on the part of the Prince Regent, a party 
was organised and authorised to undertake another search during the course of which 
the vault and the King’s coffin (with another coffin containing the remains of one of 
Queen Anne’s many children placed upon it) were found. Not content by the discovery 
of the coffin—it bore a plate inscribed “Carolus Rex 1648” by which it was readily 
identifiable—the party resolved to open it. The King’s body was found in a near perfect 
state of preservation but on this rude intrusion and exposure to the air, its features 
crumbled to dust. 

Among those present was Sir Henry Halford, Physician to George III, who drew 
this likeness of the King’s features as they appeared to him. Another and almost 
identical drawing is housed in The National Portrait Gallery. Attribution is established 
by the lithograph in Halford’s “Essays and Orations”’ published in 1831.
